WASHINGTON, March’ 9. — Lacking 


legal quthority *'to establish... general 
censo¥ship, the Administration tonight 
appealéd to’ the patriotism of the coun- 
try’s newspapers. and cable companies, 
to suppress publication and transmission 
of information about the movements of 
American merchant craft; now to be 
armed against German submarines. 

Secretary Daniels in a statement to 
the newspaper men said: 

“You have read the statement issued 
from the White. House and now you 
know that the President has the power 
to arm American,.merchant ships mak- 
ing trips on the seas on lawful errands, 
atid is free to exercise it.at once: I do 
not think you ought to ask with what 
guns ‘they will. be armed or how they 
will ‘be manta or vexactly when the

Paris.)—The 
American Legation here *was surprised 
this morning when it learned from The 
Associated Press that the fifty- nine 
Americans ‘who were taken to Germany 
as prisoners on the steamship Yartow- 
dale would arrive at the Swiss border 
tonight. ; :

As a result, the Count succeeded, not 
only in becoming one ‘of Germany’s 
heroes and idols, but he made his name 
known all over the world, and, in the 
end, he produced, one after’ another, 
dirigible balloons that were almost in- 
comparably superior, as such, to any 
that had previously been made. In all 
probability, no bétter. “airships” of 
that sort, if as good, could be built any- 
where in the. world.
